The prosperity of that portion of the 
city has been much enhanced by the 
occupation of a good number of men 
most of the year in the lath mill of 
Polk & Wood and the cedar yard and 
mill of the George A. McKinley Co. 
The erection of a brick making plant 
by the Brainerd B ir k Co. near the 
river on the east bank a short distance 
below the durn has also added to the 
business of that part of town. 
New Territory Opened by M. $ I. 


Not the least of the good things 
which has come to Brainerd during the 
year 1907 has been the opening up of 
much new territory tributary to this 
city by the completion of the Minnesota 
& International railroad to the Canadian 
border at International 
Falls.

road was opened to traffic to Littlefork

Losses by Fires During Year 


There have been but two or three 
really destructive fires the year. 
The 
first was that originating in the Reilly 
block on the night of January 25. That 
building, the Citizens’ State bank and 
R. 
P arker’s building fell prey to the 
flames causing the loss of $48,HOO with 
an insurance of $16,200. 
Of these the 
Reilly block bas been rebuilt much bet­ 
ter than before. 
Plans are all pre­ 
pared for a three story bank building 
and only the scarcity of labor prevented 
the erection of the building this fall. 
The second fire* which caused a heavy 
kiss was a double one which occurred 
on the af term on of the lith of March, 
when the upper \ art of the Wise block, 
occupied by the Hansford hotel, 
was 
badly damaged, and the firms in the 
lower story badly damaged by water. 
While this fire was at its hottest the 
agricultural implement warehouse of 
W. F. Holst was discovered wrapped 
in flames. 
The total loss of the two 
fires was estim ated at $38,600 of which 
$5,600 was not covered by insurance. 
The third heavy fire was that in the 
Sleeper block on the evening of June 
26th, w’hich caused a loss of $60,000, on 
which there was an insurance of $36,- 
<M 0. 
The fire put the two clothing 
firms of John Carlson and Frank Drosky 
out of business, the former tem porari­ 
ly and the latter permanently.

suit. 
Business Conditions Sound 
There has not been a business failure 
in Brainerd this year.
